« Lilienthal Bars Communists

WASHINGTON, Feb. 5 (A P ) — David E. Lilienthal 
promised senators today a flat ban against the employ ment of 
Communists in the atomic control commission he has been 
named to head. 
He laid down that policy before 
the Senate atomic committee under 
a series of q uestions from Senator 
MeKellar <D-Tenn', longtime foe 
of the former Tennessee Valley 
authority chairman. 
This pledge, however, apparently 
failed to satisfy MeKellar, who has 
assailed Lilienthal as the “No. 1 
Communist” in Tennessee. He arose 
In the Senate later to assert that 
President Truman’s nominations of 
Lilienthal and five other commis­ 
sion members means “a fight be­ 
tween Russian Communism on one 
side and pure, unadulterated Ameri­ 
canism on the other." 
“Those « ho believe in Rus­ 
sian 
Communism 
over 
pure 
Americanism will no doubt vote 
for these nominees.” he said. 
“Those of us who believe that 
any of these nominees are tinc­ 
tured with Communism will vote 
against the confirmation of such 
nominees.” 
Senator 
McMahon 
- Conn> 
viewed McKellar’s stand as ask ing 
that the Senate reject any appoint­ 
m ent opposed 
by 
an 
individual 
senator. 
The New Englander said In a 
statem ent: 
*T predict that Senator McKel­ 
lar’s q iiaint suggestion will not be 
tak en too seriously . 
"A strict application of this new 
conception of an individual sena­ 
tor’s rights to exercise a veto on 
presidential nominees would prob­ 
ably result in no nominee for any 
place ever' being confirmed.” 
Previously Lilienthal had testi­ 
fied before the committee that no 
one could q uestion the complete 
loy alty to the United States of 
Herbert Mark s, former TV A attorney 
who has been named as general 
counsel for the atomic commission. 
Mark s’ 
q ualifications 
came 
up 
after MeKellar noted 
that Mrs. 
Kenneth Malcolm had testified be­ 
fore another Senate committee that 
•he attended a Communist meeting 
at which Mark s was present. 
Obviously angered. Lilienthal said 
if the committee wanted to k now- 
about Mark s, it ought to call some 
reputable business and professional 
men who have associated with him. 
“There Is no possible basis for 
any one to claim the slightest flaw

-United States," the witness said 
firmly , adding: “That covers Com­ 
munism, Communist leanings, left­ 
ist and all of the other smear 
words.”

Quick Arms Cut Invites Danger, 
President Truman Tells Congress 


W ASHINGTON, Feb. 5 ( A P ) — President Truman told 
Congress today that hasty disarmament would be dangerous. 
He said the nations of the world ‘’can safely lay aside 
their arms only insofar as their security is protected by other 
means." 
This assertion, made in a report 
on the United States role in the 
United 
Nations, 
emphasized 
the 
development of a oroad American 
policy on disarmament. 
In contrast to Russian demands 
for a direct and specific attack on 
the disarmament problem by itself, 
the emerging American view is that 
the problem can only be solved as 
other United Nations measures are 
tak en to preserve peace and prevent 
aggression. 
“In 
the last analy sis.” Mr. 
Truman wrote in his report, 
“control and reduction of arm a­ 
ments can be effective only so 
far as genuine collective securi­
